Lens, France, Aug. 7 (AP).-Two 
hundred miners are trapped in the 
1.000 foot level of a coal mine where 
they were imprisoned by a group of 
20 Polish miners protesting against 
the discharge of two comrades. 
The group blocked the galleries 
and cut air, water and electrify 
connections, paralyzing the mine. 
A foreman who descended the shaft 
last night to negotiate a relief also 
was held. 
The 200 men had gone down the 
shaft unsuspected^ but when they 
left the elevator ut the 1,000 foot 
level tile rebellious group suddenly 
rushed them, barricaded th** gal­ 
leries and clit the power lines.

View of Drought Devas­ 
tation in U. S. 


Glasgow, Mont., Aug. 7 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt left his special 
train here Monday shortly after 4 
p. rn. (M. S. T.), and in heat of 
more 
than 
IOO 
degrees 
started 
across country by motor to view the 
Fort Peck dam project on the Mis­ 
souri river. 
In the blistering heat of the 
parched 
northwest 
the president 
tackled 
the 
drought—a 
calamity 
assuming proportions which deeply 
concerned him and his aides. 
Traveling across northern Mon­ 
tana. Mr. Roosevelt saw and heard 
of the results of the withering wave 
of aridness. 
Lawrence Westbrook, assistant to 
Harry L. Hopkins, federal relief ad­ 
ministrator, 
boarded 
the 
special 
train and assured the 
president 
there was no danger of famine, but 
reported the drought was persis­ 
tently spreading its devastation. 
"We have to provide in the days 
to come." Mr. Roosevelt told the 
throng surrounding his train at 
Havre, Montana, "for the elimina­ 
tion of the causes of not only 
drought but of the conditions that 
come from drought. 
“It is going to take a long time to 
do it, but, as I have said before, I 
think we are on our way and that 
you good people understand it and 
are supporting it.” 
The whole 
situation 
gave 
the 
president and government officers 
opportunity to reemphasize the ad­ 
ministration program for redistri­ 
bution of population to workable 
territory.

PENNED MINERS 


Eight 
Bodies 
Found, 
Two 
Workers Brought Out Alive 
At Derby, Va. 


Derby, Va., Aug. 7 (AP). Hope 
for miners still entrapped in the No. 
3 mine of the Stonage Coke and 
Coal company here faded Monday 
afternoon as rescue workers, who 
already had brought out two men 
alive and eight dead continued their 
efforts. 
Exactly how many men were in 
the part of the mine affected by an 
explosion 
which 
occurred 
at 
7 
o’clock Monday morning had not 
been determined, but it was believ­ 
ed that from seven to ten still re­ 
mained. Between 
seventy 
and 
eighty men working in other sec­ 
tions of the mine escaped by using 
an abandoned entry. 
Progress 
toward 
the entombed 
mon or, it was feared, their bodies, 
was slow because of the necessity of 
forcing in fresh air and expelling 
poisonous monoxide fumes before 
rescue parties could advance. 
The two living men and eight 
bodies were found in a main corri­ 
dor about 400 feet from the mine 
entrance. The 
men still missing 
w'ere working in a lateral gallery 
approximately 1,000 feet off from 
this point and it was believed th at 
the explosion had occurred in their 
vicinity. 
The larger group of workers who 
escaped found their way to safety 
only after walking for 2,000 feet un­ 
der a low roof, plunging through 
water three feet deep in places and 
coming out through an abandoned 
outcrop opening.
